ANCONA, Italy (Reuter). — Joe 
Adonis, one-time Mafia boss on the 
U.S. Hast Coast, died in ‘hospital 
here on Friday, aged 69, police 


of all America’s 
gangsters, fled from the US. in 
1956 to avoid going to prison on 
perjury charges. 

Adonis, admitted to hospital here 
on Tuesday night after suffering a 
pulmonary collapse with cardiac 
complications, was arrested last 
May in a nation-wide police sweep 
against the Mafia. 

The sweep was ordered following 
the killing tn daylight of the chief 
public prosecutor in Palermo, Si- 
cily. It netted 114 suspected Ma- 
fiosi.

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
China and Russia clashed angrily 
in the U.N. General Assembly on 
Friday, with Peking’s representative 
challenging his Soviet counte 
to gay his country will never be 
the first to use nuclear weapons.

Deputy Foreign Minister, Chiao 
EKuan-hua, addressed the 
Assembly and made’ his third bitter 
attack on Soviet policy in fess than 
two weeks. 

The Chinese Minister was taking 
advantage of his right to reply to 
remarks by Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Jacob MaUk on disarma- 
ment in the Assembly on Wednes- 
day. 
“On this question... and arms ex: 
pansion, peace and war, one must 
be judged by his deeds,” he said. 
“Bragging and boasting, or putting 
on the airs of an ‘oki-timer’ are 
of no avail.” 

Observers took this “to be an 
allusion to Mr. Malik’s. comment 
that Russia was seeking disarma- 
ment before the Peking regime was 
created, 

Mr. Chiao continued: “If the So- 
viet Government truly has the de- 
sire for disarmament, perticularly 
nuclear disarmament, the Soviet 
representative should come forward 
‘to this rostrum and golemnly de- 
clare that at no time and in no cir- 
cumstances wiH tthe Soviet Union 
be the first to use nuclear weapons 
and that Ht will dismantle all nu- 
clear bases and withdraw aH nu- 
clear weapons and means of de- 
livery from abroad.

5,000 Pakistani troops 
encircled at Jessore

BENAPOL, East Bengal (delayed).

Be- 
sides Dacca and Chittagong, Jes- 
sore has the only other airport where 
jet planes can land and take off. It 

is also easier to get artillery cover 
from the Indian army on this front 
than in the north or east. 

‘The Pakistani army appears to pe 
trapped; their supply lines to Dacca 
are throttled. The river route though 
Pabna ts controlled by the Mukti 
Bahini, and the land route through 
Kushtia is under heavy shelling. 

The Pakistani army is now re- 
ported to be gradually withdrawing 
to Jehnidaha, the second line of de- 
fence, a town 80 kms. nonth of Jes- 
sore. 

The Mukti Bahini is confident that 
the fall of Jessore is imminent and 
that; the whole of southern Bangle 
Desh; “including’ Chana, one of the 
two seaports, will be fully berated. 
‘The ‘major problem for the Pakistant 
army will be to maintain the route 
to Dacca.

“Little Uruguay, created in 1828 
as a buffer state between Argentina

and democratic practices among all 
the nations of Latin America,” US.

‘Today, some 1,800,000 Uruguyans, 
men and women aged 18 and over, 
citizens as well as, residents for at 
least 15 years, who are entitled to 
thre vote, will be going to the polls 
al over the country to elect a Pre- 
sident and Vice-President, the two 
Houses of Pariiament, and the or- 
gams of provincial end local govern- 
ment. 

The authorities in Montevideo are 
reasonably certain that virtually all 
the Uruguyans who are entitled to 
the vote will exercise their right — 
since, for the first time, it is also 
a duty, and failure to cast a ballot, 
marked or blank, is punishable by 
8 fine. Even the Tupamaros guer- 
rillas, who are opposed to constitu- 
tional “bourgeois” regimes, have in- 
dicated, from their underground 
headquarters, to all followers over- 
ground that they might as well vote 
for ome of the four party lists, 
the “Frente Amplio,” a broad coali- 
tion of Communists, Socialists, and 
dissident Demo-Christians.

When Israel’s Air Force 
was almost all French 


Gazing skywards at the Israeli Air Force parade during the 
annual Independence Day celebrations in Tel Aviv in May 
1965, a foreign ambassador turned to Prime Minister Levi 
Eshkol and exclaimed: “But they're all French!” The diplomat’s 
Temark was not completely accurate. The fly-past included a few 
ancient American DC-3 Dakotas, some Stratocruisers, Piper 
Cubs and Sikorsky helicopters. But the sky seemed filled with 
Marcel Dassault’s Ouragans, Mystéres and Mirages. The Israeli 
Alr Force contained a higher proportion of French planes than 
France's own Armée de ['Air. Over 220 French-made aircraft 
bore the Star of David and of these already 50 were Mirages. 

Israel was the first country in the MiddJe East to test the 
Mirage and the first to place a firm order. This historic decision, 
ἃ key factor in the survival of the Hebrew State. was taken by 
two men: a white haired patriarch and a dare-devil former 
Flight Sergeant of Britain's Royal Air Force. 

The patriarch was Israel's first Prime Minister. David Ben 
Gurion. When General Tolkowsky urged him to take Israel into 
the Jet Age aboard Dassault's Mysttres, Ben Gurion had jibbed 
at the cost. Only after sustained pressure from Tolkowsky and 
Peres did he yicld. But when the Mirage came on the market 
the Suez campaign of 1956 had taught Ben Gurion that Israel’s 
safety depended on air power. “The Mirage was a really great 
boost to our morale,” he says today. 
᾿ The air ace who convinced Ben Gurion that Israel needed the 
Mirage was Ezer Weizman,* nephew of Israel's first President 
Chaim Weizmann. Ezer's cousin, Squadron Leader Michael 
Weizmann, died iri Burma when he was shot down by the 
Japanese. Unlike Michael, who had been brought up in England, 
Ezer was a Palestinian. Less fortunate than General Aharon 
Remez, the first Commander of the Israeli Air Force who was 
trained as a Spitfire pilot in Canada, he had to spent two years 
in the RAF as a driver before he was allowed to train to fly 
Thunderbolts in India and Burma. After the Second World War 
he drove a tractor for a while in a Aibbutz, a collective village 
peopled by settlers, at the foot of Mount Carmel near Haifa. 
But soon he joined Remez's young Air Force, On 7 January 1949 
three hours after the War of Independence ended in a cease fire, 
he led an air patrol which shot down five RAF Spitfires which 
trespassed into Israeli air space. When the pilots parachuted to 
safety he was surprised to discover he had shot down two former 
comrades of his old squadron, 

Weizman flew the entire range of British, German and 
american planes which were smuggled to Israel's makeshift air 
bases in its first war against the Arabs. But his favourite was a 
Spitfire painted black all over and nicknamed “Black Widow”. 
When Hollywood producer Harry Saltzman offered to insure 
“Black Widow" for $125,000 if he would lend it for his Battle 
of Britain film, Weizman réfused: “Money could never buy me 
another Spit.” “Black Widow's” photograph hung in the Tel 
Aviv skyscraper office which Weizman occupied as Minister of 
Transport, until he resigned over Israel's acceptance of the cease- 
fire against Egypt in August 1970. The caption beneath the 


picture reads: “Spitfire L.F. CX, Merlin 66 engine. Two 20 mm - 


Hispano cannon and four .303 inch Browning machine guns”. 
Weizman still flies it in his feisure moments. With tongue in cheek 
he claims he is using Mirage parts’ for spares. He adds: “It's 
probably the best maintained plane in the Israeli Air Force. But 
landing is a bit tricky nowadays”. 


‘Flying a religion’ 
For Weizman fiying is a religion: “In Israel a pilot is a 
Pioneer just like the farmer in the kibbutz. The place for the 


cream of our youth is in the Air Force.” Weizman has become , 


a living legend for the young Israeli pilots who, unlike the USAF 
and RAF veterans of the last generation, were almost all born 
in the Jewish State. For them the dream which the old Zionists 
brought from Europe of a communal life tilling the soil in a 
kibburz has been replaced by a new one: to be Israel's airborne 
sentinels. 

Israeli flyers relish the stories which are swopped about 
Weizman in messes and crew rooms. A favourite tale is of a 
trip he made to Switzerland to bring his Uncle Chaim back from 
a Zionist Congress. Engine trouble forced Ezer to make an 
emergency landing in the back yard of a farm. He soon re- 
paired his plane. But the Swiss farmer's daughter took such a 
strong fancy to her unexpected visitor that Ezer was late col- 
lecting Uncle. There is also an unresolved argument over who 
put out of action the Egyptian destroyer Jbrahim El Awal during 
the 1956 Suez War when it was simultaneously shelled from the 
sea by the Israeli Navy and stafed from the air by ‘Weizman's 
Ouragan. Weizman is sometimes short on patience. When he 
tested the Folland Gnat in Britain before the Suez War he came 
in to land too steeply and too fast and bumped his nose against 
the instrument panel. Weizman turned down the Gnat with the 
testy comment: “This is no plane for the Israeli Air Force.” 

Weizman headed the first groups of Israeli pilots who were 
trained in France on Ouragans and Mystéres and in Britain on 
Meteors. In Britain Weizman. future commander of the Israeli 
Air Force, struck up a friendship with Lieutenant Colonel Game! 
Afifi who later became Chief of Operations of the Egyptian Air 
Force and was sacked after its defeat in the Six Day War. When 
Marcel Dassault produced the Mirage it was logical that Weiz- 
man, as Deputy Commander of the Air Force and its foremost 
expert on supersonic aircraft, should be sent to appraise the new 
French warplane. 

Weizman says: “The most crucial decision I ever took was the 
purchase of the Mirage. I'll be as bold as to say that the way 
Israel and France worked together on the Mirage was something 
unique. When we bought our previous planes from France, a lot 
of French know-how had already been built into them. But the 
Mirage went into squadron service with the French and Israeli 
Air Forces simultaneously. Nothing like this had ever happened 
anywhere else before. 

“When we began using Mirages, Isracl was not facing the’ 
same situation as when we had introduced Mysttres into the Air 
Force several years cartier. We were not under the urgent pres- 
sure of an impending combat as on the eve of the 1956 campaign, 
For two or three years after Suez we had time to consider and 
evaluate the Mirage. Nothing was rammed down our throats, 
We had time to make up our minds." 

When Israel was Jooking for 2 Mach 2 fighter-bomber in 1957 
Britain was developing the English Electric Lightning and the 
United States was putting its Starfighter on the international 
market. But Israc! never had any choice between these planes. 
The Anglo-American arms embargo had once again shut down 
supplies of aircraft to Israel. 


‘Damn good plane’ 


Weizman says: 
because we had no other alternative and could not get Light- 
nings or F-!04s. We bought the Mirage because it's a damn 
good plane. You can have your backs to the wall and still 
refuse to wake an aircraft. Thai's whac Tolkowsky rightly 
refused to do with the Mystére If when it was the most 
advanced transonic plane available.

experience of a pure delta configuiation wilhout flaps. Ta come 
in and Jand at 170 or 180 knots you have to adopt 4 stecp nose- 
up attitude. But once the technique is mastered it is an excellent 
aircraft. The plane had its problems. After all. there's no perfect 
woman in the world. But the Mirage was just right for us.” 

, Weizman regarded the Mirage ΠῚ as the answer to the 
MiG-2Is with which the Soviet Union was equipping Egypt 
and Syria. Isracl’s arms chief Shimon Peres signed an option for 
the purchase of the Mirage with the French government in Paris. 

But negotiations on the sales contract were interrupted by the 
fall of the Fourth Republic in May 1958 and the arrivul at the 
Quai d'Orsay of Maurice Couve de Murville who was to be 
de Gaulle's Foreign Minister for the next ten years. 

The Jean and austere Couve was hostile to selling Mirages to 
Tsrael, The sympathies of this former ambassador to Cairo 
Jay with President Nasser. Ever since Couve had shared 
‘de Gaulle’s wartime exile in London he had been a devoted. 
follower of the General. Nikita Khruschev, the former First 
Secretary of the Soviet Communist Party, boasted to de Gaulle 
that his own Foreign Minister, Andrei Gromyko, was so loyal 
he would sit on a block of ice at his bidding. De Gaulle replied : 
“So would Couve. And the ice would not even melt.” Couve was 
to make a political career which took him to the Premiership 
by faultlessly interpreting his master’s voice. But, in trying to 
thwart the first Mirage deal with Jerusalem, he was ahead of 
his time. De Gaulle was not yet ready to embark on the policy 
which brought France squarely into the Arab camp. 


De Gaulle consults 


De Gaulle summoned an inter-ministerial committee at the 
Elysée Palace, attended by Premier Michel Debré, Defence 
Minister Pierre Messmer and Couve. The President of the 
Republic had carefully studied Israel's dossier. Disavowing his 
Foreign Minister, he ordered the Mirage assembly line to start 
rolling. By 1961 Israel received the first seven of the 72 Mirage 
IlIs—six squadrons of 12 planes each—which were to make up 


its front-line force in the Six Day War. To celebrate the unpubli- .

cised departure of Israel's first Mirage, Dassault’s managing 
director Benno Vaili¢res gave ἃ lunch party at the Mérignac 
factory for the Israeli and French officials and technicians who 
were most closely concerned with the sale. After the meal 
Dassault’s representatives sang Hebrew songs which they had 
learned during missions to Israel. The Israeli Ambassador, 
Walter Eytan. was photographed in the cockpit of the Mirage 
before an Isracli Air Force pilot ferried it across the 
Mediterranean. ᾿ 

In ordering the Mirage Weizman applied a carefully conceived 
strategy which, to preserve secrecy. was code-named Operation 
Chantecleer. Delivery of Israel's first Mach 2 aircraft coincided 
with the launching by Egypt of its first ground-to-sround 
rocket which was developed by a team of German scientists 
who had found jobs in Cairo some years after the collapse of 
the Third Reich. Israel could not afford the luxury of a costly 
missile-borne deterrent. The Jewish leaders had to pin their 
faith on the creation of an Air Force powerful enough to smash 
the enemy on the ground and to safeguard its own territory by 
mastery of the skies, 

Israel could only ensure: its air superiority by a lightning 

“strike. Egypt covered an area 50 times Isracl's anc once the alert 
was sounded, could quickly disperse its aircraft to remote bases 
out of range of attack. But Israel was dangcrously exposed to 
an acrial onslaught from Egyptian bases in the Sinai Desert, 
only a few minutes flying ime from Tel Aviv and other big 
urban centres. To extract the utmost value from an Air Force 
which was oulnumbered three-to-one by Egypt's Israel needed 
to train its ground crews to refucl, service and rearm cach plane 
at top speed on [15 return from a mission so that it was ready 
for a new sortie right away, 
Weizman relentlessly repeated this lesson to his Air Force 
commanders: “We need ἃ plune which can penctrate Egyption 
anti-aircraft defence, execute bombing raids regardless of radar 
detection and escape from ground-to-air and air-to-air rockets, 
We need a plane which is fast but able to carry bombs, We can- 
not afford the luxury of maintaining three distinct Air Forces, one 
for tactical support. one for combat and a third for bombard- 
ment. We need the most modern plane available. In the event of 
war the best place to defend Israel is 40,000 feet over Cairo." 

Envisaging a war in which Israel would be attacked simul- 
taneously by Egyptian rockets, Syrian and Iraqui MiGs and 
Jordanian Hunters, Weizman argued that Isrucl must make the 
first air strike and carry the batile into the heart of the enemy's 
territory from the outset. Within its own narrow boundaries 
there was no hinterland where the Isracli army could withdr:iw 
after an initial reverse: “It would be collective suicide if, in the 
event of such a war, we coniented ourselves with defending Tel 
Aviv, Strategically our country has no depth. Every Israeli child 
knows this. But it possesses ἃ vast sky.” 


͵ 


While Israel rehearsed the strategy and took delivery of the 
weapons with which it was to fight the Six Day War, it was 
training the men who were to wield them, Israel's vast expanse 
of sky certainly compensated for its scant acres. And this sky 
wag used to produce the most effective air force of modern 
times. Its selection standards are so rigorous and its training so 
exacting that only one candidate in 100 ever gets a place in a 
Mirage cockpit. Young Israelis know it is only their Air Force 
which stands between them and annihilation. They compete to 
get into Mirages with all the enthusiasm which their contem- 
Poraries in the United States and Europe marshal for seeking a 
‘place in a medical or engincering school. A Western air force 
officer who knows the Israelis well says with a wink: “And, if 
you're in the sharp end of a Mirage you get the girls too.” 


Cashing in on the aircraft's popular brand image, an Israeli 
cigarette manufacturer brought out a Mirage blend with the * 


advertising slogan: “The best fly them. The best smoke them.” 


Military careers are short in Israel. Even generals are retired in - 


their early 40s. But then they begin a second career in govern- 
ment, business or diplomacy. “ When Israeli youngsters see 
General Weizman holdiag a ministerial portfolio and General 
Remez as Ambassador to the Court of Saint James, the Air 
Force by no means seems-a dead end job with no future to offer 
after middle age weakens the body's ability to take all that 
gravity pull. 

At the age of 18 every Israeli is conscripted for military ser- 
vice, three years for boys and two years for girls. Every summer, 
as soon as the results of the final high school examinations are 
published, the boys with the top marks are the targets of their 
classmates’ envy. Among this elite are chosen the candidates for 
pilot training. All are volunteers and must sign on for at Teast 
five years. It costs $200,000 to train a Mirage pilot and Israel 
cannot afford an investment on this scale for short term service. 
Most of the flyers come from the kibbutzim. Hardened by desert 
life and, on Israel's troubled borders, constantly exposed to 
incursions by enemy raiders, the young kibburznik soon de- 
velops the courage and resourcefulness which make him ideal 
human material for handling a supersonic warplane. The present 
Commander of the Israeli Air Force, General Mordechai Hod, 
who was born and brought up in a Aibbuiz at Degania, is a 
typical example. 


Systematic scrutiny 


‘The training standards of the Israeli Air Force ..¢ probably 
the most demanding in the world. In the USAF, RAF, Armée 
de I'Air or Soviet Air Force a few mediocre entrants inevitably 
scrape through unnoticed among the mass of recruits. But in 
Israel's small Air Force every man is subjected to systematic 
and continuous scrutiny. No lapse either on the ground or in the 
alr is condoned. There are no privileges or nepotism. Even 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan's elder son Ehud, who is also 
Weizmun's nephew. was thrown out of the air force flying school 
because he waggled the wings of his Fouga Magister trainer 
over his parents’ home. 


“The Magister is a simple French jet aircraft manufactured 
under licence in Israel. Israeli pilots learn their job from 
reconnaissance to aeri:] combat on the Magister which proved 
its worth in battle during the Six Day War when it performed 
successful low-level bombing missions against Egyptian targets. 

After two years of prelirninary instruction the Israeli pilot is 
absorbed into either ‘a Noratlas transport ‘unit or ‘a combat 
squadron of Mirages, Phantoms, Skyhawks, Super-Mystéres or 


᾿ Sud Vautour bombers, Then begins an intensive period of training 


for combat and ground attack missions. Practice alerts are 
frequently called in order to test the speed with which planes 
and men can get airborne. Manoeuvres provide constant oppor- 
tunities to perfect coordination both within the Air Force and in 
concert with army and naval units. 


Constant war footing 


There are no standard working hours at Israeli bases. They 
operate constantly on a war footing. If a plane returns from 2 
mission damaged or with mechanical trouble, the pilot stays by 
it until it is repaired. Many Israeli Air Force colonels have not 
had more than an occasional weekend furlough for almost three 
years. But officers are well paid compared with civilians of 
similar professional status and are provided with cars, a luxury 
in Israel where they are subjected to heavy import duty. They 
cost three times as much as in the United States or Western 
Europe. The air and ground crews live with their families in 
smart, little kibbutz-type villages near the bases. They marry 
young. An Israeli pilot says: “We are a non-smoking, non- 
drinking air force. But we have lots of children." Heavy smokers 
and drinkers cannot stand up to the powerful gravity pull which 
pilots must sustain in combat. And a happy family life is an 
excellent remedy for the stresses of war. 

After serving his time in the Air Force the Israeli pilot either 
returns to his kibbutz, enters university or takes a job in indus- 
try, commerce or government service. But he still reports regu- 
larly for training. At Ramat David base a farmer drives up once 
a week in his tractor from a neighbouring kibburz, changes 
from overalls into flying suit and climbs into a Mirage. Usually 


it is just a routine flight. But if his arrival coincides with 2 
scramble the flying tractor driver soon finds himself in a dog- 
fight with MiG-2Is over the Syrian border. 


Bound to be a Mig 


Israeli pilots have had over 20 yeurs to adapt their tactics to 
each new generation of their Air Force’s French, and more 
recently, American aircraft and against the Soviet MiGs of their 
Arab enemies. Whenever there is a war on in modern times, 
there is bound to be a MiG. In Vietnam the MiG-21, the latest 
generation of this aircraft in service abroad, is carrying on the 
traditions founded by the Soviet fighters of the Second World 
War, When the Arabs got the MiG-21 they received an airevaft 
which had grown progressively faster and fiercer since it 
was introduced in the Soviet Air Force in 1956. It is now in 
service in Victnam, Egypt, Syria, Iraq. India, Finland and the 
Air Forces of Communist Eastern Europe. The Chinese are 
reported to be building them in their own factories. The MiG 
takes its name from the initials of its designers, the late Major 
GeneralArtem Ivanovich Mikoyan, brother of the former Sovict 
Presidium President Anastas Mikoyan, and his carlier collabora- 
tor, the late Mikhail Gurevich. Mikoyan ond Gurevich designed 
the original MiG-1 at the outbreak of the Second World War 
in 1939, 

The MiG-21 was an unknown quuntity for Israel in 1963 when 
it received its first Mirages, Weizman reported to Ben Gurion 
that his pilots were satisfied with their latest Dassault planes. 
But they had no idea how the Mirages would shape up against 
the MiGs which were simultancously entering squadron service 
in Egypt. There was also the possibility that, in their new and 
more versatile aircraft, the younger school of Egyptian pilots, 
who had been trained by the Soviets in the Crimea and Cau- 
casus might prove more aggressive and skilful than their pre- 
decessors. Weizman told the Prime Minister the only way of 
analysing the Mirage's prospects against the MiG-21 was to 
obtain a specimen. Ben Gurion promptly summoned Isser 


Harel, head of the Mossad, Israel's intelligence service. and told ° 


him: “Get usa MiG.”

EIGHT FIRES STARTED 

Breaking into the burning of- 
fices, firemen found eight spots 
where piles of papers had been 
set alight, They prevented the blaze 
from spreading down to the other 
floors in which are housed the 
Football Association offices. 

Mr. Avneri told The Post he 
was satisfied with the quick work 
of the fire brigade and the police. 

At the press conference, he 
claimed that the arsonists burned 
the entire photographic archive, 
half-a-million negatives, representing 
21 years of work. 

To judge by the thorough way 
they ransacked the filing cup- 
boards, the intruders clearly knew 
how to distinguish what kind of 
material was in the office, he said. 
These people could have been hire- 
Ungs operating on the basis of in- 
side Information, he charged, ad- 
ding that they even knew of the 
existence of the secret button 
which opens an inner door to the 
editorial offices. 

However thelr inside informa- 
tion was nine mouths out of date, 
he said. Since then, Mr, Avneri said, 
he had moved his own office to 
another room. 

“The material and photographs 
destroyed were often exclusive, in- 
cluding documentation of equipment 
stolen from Netivei Neft. However 
our most secret documents are kept 
elsewhere,” Mr, Avneri declared. 

He said that the magazine will 
appear as usual on Tuesday night 
this week. The staff will work 
from the same offices, although at 
present they lack both electricity 
and telephone.
